Mr.  M.  E.  Ford,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  spoke  in  tribute 
to  Mr.  Lamkin,  who  was  president 
of  this  College  from  1921  to  1945 
and  president  emeritus  from  1945 
to  1956. 

“To  have  known  him,  to  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  associating 
with  him,  to  have  had  the  right  to 
call  him-  friend  was  a  privilege  in¬ 
deed,”  Mr.  Ford  told  those  attend¬ 
ing. 

“It  was  to  tills  College  that  he 
gave  twenty-five  of  the  best  years 
of  his  life,  and  the  value  of  those 
long  years  of  loyal  and  faithful 
service  is  incalculable,”  said  Mr. 
Ford.  v 

“The  noble  ambitions  he  aroused 
in  the  thousands  of  students  who 
attended  this  Institution  .  .  .  will 
be  communicated  to  others  and  by 
those  others  to  those  who  come 
after  ...”  and  so  "though  ab¬ 
sent,  yet  he  is  with  us  and  will  be 
with  us  always,”  said  the  Regent 
president.
